We are quite cUnscious of the fact that people 
dislike taxes, that a tax increase for most purposes 
would be extremely unpopular, On the other hand let 
us Weigh the cost of operating the schools against the 
increase in educational values. A severe handicap will 
be placed upon graduates of Elba schools unless more 
muney comes from somewhere, and it cannot come 
come from the state: in fact, the state has already noti- 
fied the local district that it Wal get less this year than 
last. A committee of the PTA. appointed to investi- 
gate reported that the schools are operated as efficient- 
ly as funds permit, 

There is no question that Elba is left to choove 
between dne of two courses. The first is to further re- 
duce the quality of our schools and further handicap the 
children when they enter college or when they go out 
into the world to get a job, The second course is to in- 
crease the ad valorem tax because another increase in 
the sales tax would be unduly burdensome, 

The fact remains that either we pay for what we 
get or do without. 

And that raises another question: will an in- 


crease of five mills be enough? It is under- 
standable that anyone would approach the subiect of a 
tax Increase with caution. But even the virtue of cau- 
tion can be stretched too far. In fact, to be perfectly 
frank, those “in the know” have said that five mills is 
hot enough, but that it was felt five mills is all that 
could be asked for. We do not agree, 

Let us study the subject again. If an additional 
seven and a half mills is necessary to give the children 
f Elba an education on a level with ch ldren of other 
states, then let us frankly present it in the special elec- 
tion in that light. 

When it 1+ considered that over-all taxes in Blba 
are less than the national and state averages, there 
should be no hesitation to ask for whatever is needed 
for such a worthy project as the schools,
